ise Case for $75,000--The Defendant on 
the Stand--The Plaintiff in Rebuttal-- Close 
of the Case. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
New YorRK, January 11—When Miss Mary 
Alice Almont Livingstone, who is suing Henry 
Fleming, the millionaire oil merchant, for $75,000 
damages for breach of promise of marriage, enter- 
ed the Kings county Court-house at the opening of 


on the ostrich tips of her plush Langtry hat, and 
her velvet jacket was flecked with snow. The in- 
fant, whichis named Walter Livingstone Flem- 
ing, a black-eyed, brown-haired, active child, now 
nearly a year old, bundled up in pink and white, 
was not brought into the court-room until recess, 
Two days of excitement had told upon the appear- 
ance of the plaintiff, whose cheeks were sunken 
and whose eyes were marked by the effects of 


sleepless nights. Mr. Fleming was 
expensively though quietly dressed. 
He has inherited the fortunes of his 


brothers Alfred and Walter, amountingfto $1,000,- 
000. The brothers became wealthy through a sale 
of their business at Greenpoint to the Standard 
Oil Company, but both died young. -The defend- 
ant, whois amember of the Produce Exchange 
and the president of the Central Refining Com- 
any of 126 Pearl street, scems to be in failing 
health. He was guarded in his answers on direct 
examination and monosyliabic upon cross exam- 
ination. Before his examination was resumed by 
the diamonded lawyer forthe defense a motion 
was made to dismiss the complaint on the ground 
that it alleged there was a promi-e to marry in a 
reasonable time and that there was no proof 
that such time had passed. 
Justice Pratt said that 

A LOVER PROPOSING TO MARRY 
was not obliged to add in the promise the words, 
‘within a reasonable time.” That was presumed, 
A refusal was to be inferred from the fact that 
Mr. Fleming was defending the suit. 
“We do most certainly refuse,” said the coun- 
sel, “to marry the plaintiff.” 
When the plaintiff was identifying some letters 
which her mother had written, the defendant’s 
counsel stepped between Miss Livingstone, 
who was at her counsel’s side, and Mrs. Bliss, 
her mother, and brusquely demanded 
that there should be -no_ telegraphing 
between mother ana danghter. Miss Livingstone 
with some spirit said, “it is not necessary for you, 
sir, to talk so about mv mother.” In a whisper 
she said, “‘He’s terrible cross.” 
MR. FLEMING TESTIFIED 
that when he first visited Toms River, N. J..where 
the plaintiff lived, he was taken sick and shown 
toaroom. He was surpiseartosee on the walls 
nictures of nude menand women. The witness 
described them in detail. He had not called upon 
the plaintiff for five or seven weeks after June 23, 
i881, the day after the alleged betrayal. He met 


the plaintiff and ker mother within fifty or sixty 
feet of his house, No. 9 West 
Twenty-fourth street. Mrs. Bliss 


tola him that if he did not call and make it all 
right with Alice they would make trouble for 
him. He made an evasive reply and cern: on. 
Nothing was said about marriage. e overlook- 
ed their threats, and finally he was intimidated 
into calling upon them at the Grand Boulevard 
Hotel. Then threats to go to law and demands 
for money and forthe support of Alice were be- 
gun. Mrs. Bliss demanded $30 a week for Alice, 
and he agreed to pay this. Heat first paid the 


money in cash and then checks 
were asked for and he gave a 
number of checks between Aucust. 


1881; and the time the suit was brought. On May 
10 he gave Mrs. Bliss a check for $60, which came 
back with the indorsement of Merritt E. Sawyer, 
the plaintiff’s counsel. He gave Mrs. Bliss casha 
number of times. Once he gave Mrs. Bliss $250, 
When Miss Livingstone went to Mrs. English’s 
house she passed as Mrs. Lawrence, without-any 
suggestion of his, and her mother{ passed at Mrs, 
Edwards. When he visited hotels with Mrs. Bliss 
he registered as Mr. and Mrs. Edwards. There 
were bitter quarrels between the mother and 
daughter because he went out with the mother. 
Once her mother turned upon her and said that she 
was afooland had agood thing and didn’t know 
it. At another time when she was twitting her 
mother apout her intimacy with F’eming Mrs. 
Bliss retaliated with the remark about her daugh- 
ter’s intimacy with Harry Lemke. who. she said, 
was a gentleman, but Archibald Cornelius was a 
groom—a common hostler. 

A FINAL PROPOSITION 

was made by Mrs. Bliss, in Alice’s presence, that 
he should purchase a house costing not less than 
$10.000, to be located in the city, to be fully fur- 
nished, and that he should make her an allowance 
of $2.000 a year. He wanted to know if some- 
thing in the suburbs would not do, but Mrs. Bliss 
said that the house must bein the city and that 
the deed must be in Alice’s name. He said that it 
would be difficult to draw up a paper that would 
not be open to question Fg estate in the event 
of his death, but she said Mr. Sawyer would draw 
up a proper paper which he could only see when 
he went to his office to sign it. This was the 
straw that broke the camel's back. 
He broke with them, and then they brought the 


suit, Uponthe night of June 22, the time of the 
alleged betrayal, Miss Livingstone acted like a 
waiton. 


Miss Livingstone looked steadily at Mr. Flem- 
a gg he said this. He looked blankly at the 
wall. 

HER EYES WERE 800N SUFFUSED WITH TEARS 
and she leaned over with her handkerchief at her 
face and sobbed. 

On his cross-cxamination, Mr. Fleming said he 
was 28 years old, was notachurch man, but had 
been brought up as an Episcopalian. He went to 
school until he was 15 or 16 years old. 
Notwithstanding he had sworn in his answer that 
the plaintiff was a cyprian a long time prior to 
June 22, 1881, and was an inmate ot a disreputable 
house underthe name of Lawrence, he said he 
had not known himself that she had been an in- 
mate of any disrepntable house, but he had been 
informed that she lived in such houses on Third 
street near Sixth avenuc, on Marion street and on 
Clarkson street. Ile was told by a man named 
Potter that ten vears ago she was an inmate of 
the house on Marion street. (The plaintiff was 
21 years old on July 9, 1882). e was told 
aiso that about twenty years ago she was the in- 
mate of such a house on Clarkson street. He got 
this information from Potter, a detective, whose 
acquaintance he made five or six months ago, and 
whose address he had forgotten. From June 24, 
1881, he made up his mind that Miss Livingstone 
was trying to bdlackimail him. He e the 
arrangements for the plaintiff's carein Thirty- 
eighth street with Mrs. Bliss. The daughter was 
always a secondary consideration. He knew 
of no object of the mother and. daughter 
going to  Thirty-eighth street. except 
that they wanted to change their residence. e 
had paid in cash and checks to the mother from 
December, 1881, to May, 1882, abunt $1,600 or

the Newhall House, 
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Inmates Met Their Death. 


the dead in the ruins of the Newhall House had 
not really commenced this morning, the fire being 
still in a smouldering state. No exact account can 
yet be givenof the number of the victims. 
The scenes of yesterday are still being talked 
about in every corner, and crowds round the 
ruins in every direction. The fife must have 
spread throughout the building ¢with great rapidi- 
ty. The firemen say that but for the mass of tele- 
graph wires that surrounded the building they 
would have peen much more successful in fighting 
the fire and rescuing the inmates. As it was, the 
number of persons who escaped 
seems to have been very small. 


Bystanders say that at one time as many as six 
persons were hanging from the window ledge in 
the sixth story, driven from the rooms by smoke 
and afraid to make the terrible leap to the pave- 
ment below. One by one their holds relaxed and 
the men and women tumbled headieng to the 
pavement below. A man appeared in a fifth story 
window, crawled out upon asiil, hung down to 
the full length of his arms, and thus reached the 
fourth story. | 
The operation was repeated until the third floor 
was reached, while the mass of spectators below 
watched the perilous climb and greeted the poor 
fellow with cheers and encouragement. As he 
was reaching for a foot-hold on the secoed-story 
window his hands slipped from’ the sill above. 
He fell backward, turned several somersaults, and 
fellupon the hard pavement, mangled beyond 
recognition. 
In the early hours of the fire, the 
JUMPING CANVAS 
used by the fire department was brought out, but 
proved of no avail. The number of persons to 
each canvass was not sufficient to manage it. 
Persons who leaped into it, dragged it out of the 
lands of the men in charge, and thus struck the 
ound in the same manner as if no obstacle had 
nterposed, 
Again, guests who leaped from she front win- 
dows in the higher parts of the house were 
caught by the telegraph wires, from which they 
rebounded, so that in some cases they were 
thrown almost across Broadway. In many cases 
bodies were cut almost through by contact with 
the wires. 
Allen Johnson, a well known commission man, 
and his wife sprang from a fifth-story window. 
He fell on the canvas, but was so terribly in- 
jured that he died almost immediately. His wife 
struck the telegraph wires, rebounded, was also 
caught in the canvas, but died an hour after her 
husband. 
Miss Libbie Challis, who has been engaged in 
the dressmaking department at T. A. Chapman’s, 
appeared at the window of her roomin an upper 
story, surrounded by smoke and flame. Acquaint- 
ances saw and recognized her, and shouted 
that the fire escape was within’ reach. 
The poor woman was so overcome by fright, how- 
ever, that she was unable to act, and, throwing 
up her hands, she fell backward into the burning 
room. Hundreds of scenes like this 
occurred on the Broadway Michi- 
gap street fronts of the hotel. 
n the alley on the west, equally terrible scenes 
were enacted. The windows were opened on the 
servants quarters, and the poor girls crowded to 
the upper windows, most of them in their night 


and 


clothes. The girls jumped down from the terri- 
ble height. Numbers of them lay 
on the frozen stones of _ the_ alley, 


. fonsed. no The ser- 
Vants lay around writhing, mangled and in anony, 
and at one time cix dead bodies were counted in 
this alley, alongside of several who were still 
alive. A large numbor of the girls, however. still 
remained in tne upper stories,loudlycrying for help. 
Soon after Ed Rymer and Herman Strauss, of 
Truck No. 1, appeared on the roof of the bank 
building just across the alley, and a ladder was 
stretched across to the servants’ quarters, forming 
a frail bridge across, 5 storics from the ground. 
One end of it had been thrust into the window op- 
posite, and the other rested on the bank building 
roof. The firemen crossed over and dragged 
twelve girls across the bridge, all of them in their 
night clothes. Many of them were w gee fro- 
zen before they reached a place of shelter. 
One young girl had fainted and was dragged 
across inaninsensible condition. Atone time 
her body, which haa almost no covering, slipped 
from the ladder and hung over the edge, but the 
brave fireman held her tightly ciasped by the an- 
kle and with immense exertion landed ber safely 
on the roof of .the pate - building. 
Mr. Antisdell said that he had no doubt the fire 
started inthe elevator. He rescued his father 
and mother, but the old gentleman seemed to _be- 
come demented, and was only with great diffi- 
culty restrained from rushing back into the flames. 
At the Morgue all night the scenes were terrible. 


The place is so crowded with mangidéd 
and roasted corpses that they have to be 
piled in several cases one over the other. 


No estimate of the number lost can be given, it 
being thought this morning that at least 75 
persons met their death. 


Hunting for the Dead.

MILWAUKEE, WIs., January 11.—At daylight 
this morning a large gang of laborers resumed the 
awful work of hunting for the dead in the ruins of 
the Newhall House. The _ streets in the 
vicinity of the ruins are packed black with 
people and the greatest excitement prevails. The 
fire department is engaged in pulling down the 
remnants of the walls, and with each succeeding 
crash the excitement increases. The police and 
firemen are confident that fully 
FIFTY PEOPLE LIE BURIED IN THE RUINS, 
including a number of guests of the hotel not 
mentionea in the list published. Crowds of peo- 
ple are arriving here on every train, and the ho- 
tels are filled with tearful. anxious people seeking 
friends or relatives supposed to have been in the 
fire. All the sufierers at the Pl .Kninton and Kirby 
Houses are doing PY ee this morning. W. 
R. Busenbark, of the Michigan Central Passen- 
ger Department, is not seriously hurt and will re- 
turn to his Chicago friends in a few —. 

Portions of the fallen walls have piled higher 
the debris at the main entrance of the hotel, and 
the hope of finding the bodies seems more forlorn 
than ever. Business is all suspended throughout 
the city, most of the inhabitants having swarmed 
about the ruins. The actor Gilbert, 
of Minnie Palmer’s company, is in the agonies of 
death. Therehas vdeen little or no chance for 
bim from the start. Judge Elliott’s condition is 
still critical. It is believed he can not recover. 
Every undertaker in the city is busy and prepar- 
ations are going on for twenty funerals. 

CHICAGO HOTELS. 

CnIcaGo, ILu.., January 11.—A critical exami-- 
nation of the Chicago hoteis, induced by yester- 
day’s fire, shows that most excellent provisions 
bave generally been made and are enforced to 
prevent the spread of fire, and that from the man- 
ner of construction and through the precautions 
adopted, the better class of them are, as nearly as 
possible, fireproof. It is believed no such disor- 
der as that of yesterday at Milwaukee couid oc- 
cur here if preseht restrictions are observed. In- 
surance agents report that risks on Chicago hotel 
property are exceedingly low. 


Talk About the Hotel Horror. 

The Milwaukee hotel horror was very freely dis- 
cussed at the various hotels this morning. Since 
the occurrence there has been displayed avery 
strong preference on the part of transient guests 
for rooms on much lower floors than they have 
been in the habit of taking, and the additional ex- 
pense has not influenced them in the slightest.

New York Hotels as Fire-Traps--Frank Hat- 
ton’s Scheme==Abusing Cleveland--Edito- 
rial Comments of To-Day’s New York 
Press.

NEw YORK, January 11.—Speaking of the 
Milwaukee fire, to-day’s Tribune says: “Natur- 
ally, attention fora few days will be directed to- 
ward all the hotels of the country.

bear inspection well, but the chances 
are that little will be done to 
improve their condition. Swinging gas 


brackets, uncovered lights, unsafe fines and un- 
protected staiways will be changed in a few in- 
stances, and then the matter will be forgotten, 
How will the hotels of New York bear inspection? 
They are probably better than most buildings of 


their kind, but they are sadly deficientin many re- 
spects. Our Building Bureau is so hampered by 
lack of money and adequate powers that these 
structures are probabiy neglected too much. Itis 
plain to the casual observer, however, that 
too great a regard is had for architectural appear- 
ances. Fire escapes are not ornamental, but ho- 
te!s ought to be made safe, even if the entire out- 
sides are disfigured by baiconies and ladders. It 
does not speak well for the civilization and Chris- 
tianity of this county that such numbers of human 
beings can be burned up every little while in the- 
aters or hotels.”’

A CLEVER CAPTURE.

Howa U.S. Marshal Trapped the 
Defaulting Secretary. 
Polk, of Tennessee, at Last in the Toilse-He 
Submits Quietly--An Exciting Chase. 


SAN ANTONIO, TEX., January 10.—This even- 
ing about sunset the people around the Interna- 
tional Depot were interested iua train swiitly 
rolling into the depot. It was the s) ecial train 
hired by United States Marshal Gosling to bring 
himon double-quick time from Laredo to San 
Antonio. It was accomplished in less than six 
hours. On the train besides the Marshal and 
two deputies were M. T. Polk, late 
State Treasurer of Tennessee, and Malcolm Cam- 
eron, of this city, the detective partner of Price. 
Both were prisoners. In brief, the history of the 
capture of these two men is this: Last Sunday 
nighi Polk and Cameron boarded the sleeper for 
Laredo. W. C. Merrtll, who is a Deputy 
U.S. Marshal under Marsha! Gosling. spotted 
the two from certain movements of theirs, and 
directed his porter to Keep one seat and watch 
them constantly. The man Price was also on the 
train. and rode to Cotuilo, where he took the re- 
turn train. This man’s movements exclied Mer- 
rili’s suspicions at the time, and = subsequent 
developments show that these sus- 
jicions. were weil founded. After Price 
left the train toreturn to San Antonio the re- 
maining two had their heads together untH the 
«tation of Webb was reached, when Polk and 
Cameron stepped out of the train, Van Lew re- 
maining until the train reached Laredo when he 
quit ny jumy ed to the other side of the Rio Grande 
with the money bags. When Deputy Murshal 
Merrili saw that Polk and Cameron had 
skipped, he wired Deputy Marshal Sheely at La- 
redo to meet him at the train on arrival, which 
Sheely did. He detailed the facts, and Sheely at 
once started to Webb in a dead run. 

THE HORSE GAVE OUT, 
and he went afvot until dark, and when two or 
three miles of the south side of Webb Station he 
mettwomen, He pulled down on them with his 
revolver. One of them stoutly Tesisted and started 
to draw his pistol, when he felt the barrel 
of Sheely’s six-shooter. It was daik and he coulda 
not see it. He succumbed and permitted the 
other tellowto take his ypistoi and hand it to 
Sheely. The first man was the detective, and his 
companion was a boatman employed to put him 
-eross the river above Laredo. ‘hen arrested 
Cameron was very belligerent and made all sorts 
oi demands on Sucely. but the officer drove him 
—— Webb, where Sheeiy expected to find 

’olk. 

Luring this walk Cameron changed his tactics 
and made the proposition to Sheely to sell out. 
He said that Polk had pleuty of money, that he 
had made his stake,ete. To this Sheely assented 
if Cameron would show him Polk. This Cameron 
assented to do, and led Sheely over toa bunehb of 
mesquite and prickly pear. Sheely at once arrested 
him. Cameron told Polk of his talk with 
Sheely. Polk offered Sheely $8.000 to let him 
go, but, having him safe in hand, this faithful of- 
licer answered; “No, sir. Lama United States 
officer, faithful to my superiors and myself and ne 
mouey can buy me.” He then took tiem to Webb 
and mounted the north-bound train, came to 
Catullo, changed off togsouth-bound, returned to 
the neighborhood of Laredo and placed guards 
over his men. He telegraphed 
Marshal Goshng at Austin and 
that gentleman leit ior Laredo on Tuesday, arriv- 
lug there on Wednesday morning. Sheely 
had released Cameron, but Marshal Gosling im- 
mediately ordered him under arrest and had him 
searched. He found on bis person $2,000 in checks, 
ludorsed by Polk, four $500 checks and $110 iu 
gold. Marshal Gosling tien visited Polk. He 
Was greatly surprised lo see one whem he had 
known from childhood, and, greeting him cor- 
dially, he said: 

“WELJ, THIS SETTLES IT, 

I can’t deny any longer,” ahd proceeded to tell all 
about his defalcation, his attempted escape, and 
how he had bought Price and Cameron, and how 
they had failed to iulfill their coutractsto land him 
on the other side. He expressed-a willingness to 
return to Tennessee, begging Mr. Gosiing to take 
bim right on ina hurry and not wait for tue 
—— of agents. He preferred to go with 
one he knew would treat him kindly. 
Hethen said he gave up all hopes of escape and 
would go along quietly, Bet he was loud in his 
denunciation of a »wumber ot high officiais in Ten- 
hessee, and says he will make revelations when 
he gets home that will startie the people of Ten- 
nessee. He says his victims will comprehend 
ail classes from the Supreme Court 
eoge down. After the arrest Marshal 
‘nOsling Changed the eugine, ai a with Deputies 
Sheely and Merrill started for thi» place with his 
preonees. He telegraphed County Attorney 
00k to have Price arrested, and a warrant was 
sworn out. Arriving here Cameron was turned 
over to Sheriff McCall and placed in jail. Mar- 
shal Gosting took Polk to a private residenee. Ip 
conversation with Joe Sheeiy, Polk said he was 
short $136,000; that his confidentia) clerk gol away 
With $50,000; a like amount was speut irying to 
eapture him. Van Poik is now on his way to Bal. 
tillo, Mexico, where they have $200,000 invested in

The Boy Assassin.

“DOOMED.

Philip Mathews, the Boy Assassin, 
to Hang To-Morrow, 
His Affected Unconcern=-The Cold-Blooded 
Crime for Which He Will Swing--His Last 
Day-=Previous Executions in Belleville. 


To-morrow’s execution is the subject of general 
conversation in Belleville to-day, and the applica- 
tions for tickets still pour in uron the Sheriff from 
all parts of the county. The twelve men allowed 
by law to witness the exevution, the 
officers of the courts and a few Officials 
from other parts of the county have 


been invited to attend, and those, with the excep- 
tion of representatives of the press, are all that 
will be admitted to the jail yard. The dissatisfac- 
tion among the unsuccessiul applicants for ad- 
nussion is general. and the remarks on the Sheér- 
iff's course are more forcible and expressive than 
polite, but the law on_ that point 
is very. plain, and ‘behind this 
the Sheriff seeks refuge from bis numerous be- 
siegers. The telegram received trom the Gov- 
ernor last evening, info: ming the attorney for the 
condemned that he had decided to allow the law 
to tuke its course, was generally expected, and 
caused no surprise. Mathews was handed the 
telegram shortly after its arrival, and, after glanc- 
ing over its contenis, remarked 
IN THE COOLEST POSSIBLE MANNER, 
“Well, itis just as 1 expected. but I «am prepared 
to die.” The Sheriff, upon the special request of 
the prisoner, refused admission to the jail to all 
applicants except Lis relatives, spiritua] advisers 
and counsel. A large number of his intimate 
triends called at the Jail this morning 
to bid him farewell]. hbnt be refused to see them. 
THE SCAFFOLD, 
avery common frame stsuccuie, Was finished this 
morning and moved intothe southwest corner of 
the Jail yard. The last strokes of the carpenters’ 
hammers were audible to the _ prisoner 
and caused him to make inquiries 
about the appearance of the seaffold, but caused 
no nervousness. “The drop will be about six feet, 
the victim's bead being ona level with the plat- 
form, while his feet dangle ina hole dug in the 
ground directly under the trap-door. Deputy Sher- 
iff Ragland will adjust the black cap and rope 
while the trap will be sprung by Sheriff Ropiquet. 
MATHEWS 
spent the greater portion of last night and this 
morning in writing letters and drawing pictures 
aud endeavoring to feel unconcerned over his ap- 
proaching oom. The p of 
the German M. E. a 
constant visitor and administered the sacraments 
of his church to the peer this morning. Mrs. 
Mathews called shortly after 8 o’elock, and 
mother and son knelt down and offered upa 
wrayer for the son. The old lady is almost 
1eartbroken, but did not give way to her feelings 
in the presence of her son. 

A special request will be made by Mr. Winkel. 
man not to admit any of the relatives of the mur- 
dered girl to the execution, but it is 
understood the family have already stated 
they did not deserve to attend. Mathews re- 
iired shortly after midnight last night and was 
soon in a sound slumber, which was continued till 
interrupted by the jailer shortly _be- 
fore 8 o’clock this morning. The 
trap will be sprung about noon, the prisoner re- 
questing that the execution take place as soon 
after ten o’clock as pussible. Mr. Mathews will 
tuke charge of the body as soon as it is cut down, 
and give it Christian Lurial. 

THE CRIME. 

Unrequited love led to the commission of the 
bloody deed for which Philip Mathews will be 
executed to-morrow. The victim, Miss Annie 
Geyer, Was a highly respectable pony lady of 22 
years and a great fayorite among the German citi- 
zens. The young lady ad consented 
to become the wife of Mathews. [ut 
owing to his dissolute and  {intem- 
perate habits the parents of the young iauy 
prevailed upon her to cancel the engagement. 
Mathews alternately begged and threatened for 
reinstatement in her good graces, but to no avail, 
and he finally left Belleville for New Orleans. 
fic m where Le wrote several letters, informing 
her he would return again and ask her tomarry 
him, a refusal on her part 
resulting in her death and his also. He retuined’ 
aud continued to press his suit, but met with no 
encouragement. The German M. E. Sabbath- 
school, of which Miss Geyer was a leading mem- 
ber, were to hold their aunual picnic at Hinder. 
lite’s grove, just east of Belleville,on Monday, 
May 29, 1882, and the evening previous Miss Geyer 
and three other young. ladies staried 
for the grove to mike final  ar- 
rangements for the pienic. Mathews 
and several other young men had arrived at the 
grove before them, and Mat ews informed those 
present that he was about to do something so des- 
erute that he would be sent to the peuitentiary 
or life. Miss Geyer, not wishing to have an in- 
terview with her discarded lover, was about to 
leave the grove, when he followed and caugiit her 
roughly by the arm and pulled her aside from 
her companions, saying he wished to 
have a few words with her. The econver- 
sation was displeasing to the young lady. and her 
companion attempted to interiere and requested 
her to start for home, Mathews replied. 

“SHE WILL NEVER LEAVE THIS GROVE ALIVE,” 
and ening a revolver be placed it at her breast, 
still holding ber by the arm. The young ladies 
fled in dismay, when Matthews ap utly 
changed his mind and dropped the revolver at his 
feet. The young men _  =~4burriea to the 
rescue of the young lady, but Mathews again 
secured the revolver and pointed it towards them. 
threatening to shoot the first one that interfered. 
Suddenly turning wards Miss Geyer he pulled 
her towards him and, placing the revolver against 
lier right breast, pulled the trigger. The bullet 
entered a little to the right of the median line, 
passed through the right tung and heart and was 
extracted from tee lett side. Mathews delayed at 
the grove only loug enough to remark, 
“Well, it is done at last,” and, covering the young 
men with the revolver till he was beyond reach, 
nusried to the policejstation and surrendered him- 
self. 

THE TRIAL 

was commenced inthe Circuit Court November 
1,aud was the most sensational ever hela in Illi- 
nois. The utmost difficulty was experienced in 
securing a jury, a large proportion f those 
examined favoring hauging without hear- 
ing the testimony. ‘he attorney for 
deiense made an unsuccessful effort to secure a 
change of venue, and afterwards a conti:uance, 
but both were overruled and the trial commenced, 
which lasted four days and terminated in a verdict 
of guilty, and the death sentence was passed. A 
motion lor a new trial Was overruled and an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court resulted in the decision 
of the Circuit Court being sustained. 
The Governor was appealed to for a commutation 
to life imprisonment, but refusedto in- 
terfere or even graut a respite of afew days. Mr. 
Winkelmann has made the most strenuous 
eflorts to gave the culprit’s neck. 
Mathews is now 20 years of age, stout built, and 
light complexion. Since his confinement he bas 
been reduced considerably in weigat, caused by 
his abstinence from liquor.

100K place Sepiember 4.1854. Joseph Orban hang- 
ng for the murder of Antoine Boiseau, The 
crime which te:minited in the exeevtion is one 
of the most dastardly in the criminal annals 
of —_ Llinois. Boiseau, who was over 
60 years of age, resided wiih 
his young and Landsome wife on 
afarm near the settlement of Freneh Villace. 
Orban and his aged mother arrived in St. Louis 
from Franee ypenniless, huncry and homeless.

return fur his kindness Orban soon became on 
teims of criminal intimacy with the oid man’s 
young wife ad a scheme was concocted 
to remove the old man and enjoy his property. 
Returning from St. Lohis,where they bad disposed 
of some of the products of the farm, Orban man- 
aged to get Boiseau very drunk. When they ar- 
rived outside East St. Louis Orban struck the old 
man several times across the head with a hatehet, 
crushing the skull and killing the victim.. The 
body was thrown among some brush-wood 

nd the team whipped until they 
ran away. Orban returnedtothe farm and re- 
lated a story to the effect that the old_ man’s team 
ran away, pulling him from the wagon and tramp- 
ling On his head, producing death. A lady named 
Jones had witnessed the bloody work near East 
St. Louis and furnished t @ information which led 
to Orbah’s arrest, conviction and execution. 
The skull of the murdered man 
was produced in court and caused the prisoner to 
turn deadly pale and show uamistakable signs of 
guilt. The murderer was executed on the same 
spot In the jail-yard where M itthews will be exe- 
cuted to-morrow. The exeution was wit- 
nessed by only a lew, and * caus- 
ed such discontent among .the populace 
that it was found necessary to call out the militia 
to suppress an incipient riot. John Bader, the 
present Coroner, manipulated the trap which sent 
Orban to eternity. 

JOHN GENDEL WAS THE NEXT MURDERER 
executed and the last in the dounty. 
! uring an altercation with a man 
named Adam Zimmerman on the 2d of. October, 
1864. in Madison county, l1., Gendel emptied the 
conteuts of a shot gun in his head and then scat- 
tered the brains and skull about the street with 
the stock ofhis gun. The case was set for hear- 
inginthe Madison County Circuit, but the at- 
torneys, for defense suceeeded in securing a 
change of venue and had the case sent to Belle- 
ville. The trial lasted three days, a verdict of 
guilty being returned and the prisoner ordered ex- 
ecuted. The hanging took place on the morning 
of April 26, 1867, in the present jail-yard.

Rossa and John Daly. 


The 


How the Seconds Hoaxed the Dynamite Prin- 
cipalsesA Trick Played on the Bellicose 
Celts. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, January 11.—It was a day of great 
excitement around the office of O’Donovan Rossa, 
in Chambers street. A small coterie of Irish rev- 
olutionists of the dynamite type had assembled 
in the early forenoon, after reading the account 
of the challenge Rossa had received from Mr. 
John Daly. They kept talking the subject over 
all day while the great apostle of dynamite kept 
delving away amoug a heap of correspondence 
and counting the dollars that came in 
from his supporters in the far. West. All 
wore an anxious expression of countenance and 
were eagerly awaitmg the arrival of Messrs. 
John Kearney and Patricx Joyce, who had been 
detaileed by Rossa to meet Mr. Daly’s friends to 
arrange all preliminaries forthe duel, Mr. Kear- 
ney had received from the O’ Donovan full . power 
to actas best he saw fit and as the exigencies of 
the case required. At 2:30 o’clock the anxioug 


waiters were rewarded for thelr 
patience bv the appearance of the 
commanding form of John Kearney 


entering the office with a very important air and 
a fierce look in his eye that spoke volumes. :Ever 
one held his breath, nou. a svilable was uttered. 
but all eyes were cast in a questioning manner on 
the newoomer. Mr. Kearney took a seat and said 
all the 4+ egg been had been propery altended 
to; that Rossa, Joyee and himself were to proceed 
to Jersey to-night, then start in the early morning 
for some secluded spot in the neighborhvod 
of Fort Lee. where they were to meet 
Mr. Daly and his: party at 1 o’clock 
and then ight the duel. Mr. Rossa said he was 
quite salisied with the manuer in which Kearney 
had made the arrangement of meeting, and would 
place himself in the hands of his frieud John. 

“By the way,” said Mr. Kearney, “we have 
hired two revuivers, spiendid weapons, for the oc- 
casion, for the sum of $6, and if Rossa shoots as 
wellas When he bit the ten-cent piece the ®ther 
dav at fifty paces, Mr. Daly will trouble him no 
more. 

“i hope so,” fervently exclaimed the apostle of 
dynamite. 

During the afternoon a group of grave and de- 
termined-looking mep assembled in a room at a 
hotel in Duane street, and a reporter contrived to 
be present at the meeting. Patrick Joyce and 
Jolin Lick were there to represent Mr. Rossa, and 
Mr. Mcinerney looked after the interests of Mr. 
Daly. Along discussion was had as to what 
weapons would be used. Some one proposed the 
old Irish dueling pistol, but when it was found 
that they were not to be had monster battle-axes 
were suggested. The American Bowie had the 
floor for a while and the  hand-grenade 
received attention. Finally pistols were adopted 
and in a few minutes John I. McGrath. of Colora- 
do. produced a brace. Time and place were then 
takenup. Weehawken, Ft. Lee, Staten Island 
and Fort Hamilton were broached as nice, quiet 
places in which to bury the slain, but to the first 
two the rigid Jersey iaws offered serious objec- 
tion, and they were all) finally abandoned in favor 
of a spot more secret not very faraway.

Mea::time, however, the Rossa party were in- 
structed to proceed to Fort Lee, which they be- 
lieve to be the battle-ground. Neither of the 
priucipais is aware of the trick gotten up by the 
cunning Doctor and =the § =4jocose  Kear- 
ney. They were consequently many miles 
apart at daylight this morning. Unfortunately for 
ine beliicose pair the heavy spow-s.torm wiii make 
traveling anything but agreeable; but it 
ny wes to cool the intensity 
of their feelings toward each other. 

The cause of the challenge is as follows: Mr. 
Daly has been in this couutry three months on 
this last visit as an agent of the Irish Revolution- 
ary party, and his business is of a secret nature. 
Mr. Rossa’s paper made repeated attacks upon 
him. Ou January 6th the paper contained a set o: 
verses, in which Mr. Daly is called a “ilong-legged 
creature,” a “jackass,” a “duck,” a “gam” and a 
“black shaun.” A “gam” is Irish for idiot. At 
this Daly sent a friend, Mr. McInerney, to Rossa 
who named John Kearney as his friend. And 
thus the duel was arranged.

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Josephine Gallmeyer Descants on Various 
Topics--How “the Ankle Story’? was In- 
vented by a Manager--Herr Barnay--Lotta 
--The Meiningers. 


Madame Gallmeyer, the famous Vienna actress, 
who is a dramatic genius, was mace the subject 
of the unfailing interview by a representative of 
the Post-Dispatcu at her pariors in the Lindell 
Hotel this morning. The comedienne is small of 
stature, and, unlike most of the great German ac- 
tresses who have appeared in this country, her 
figure does not incline to embonpoint, Her 
face is attractive andis lighted up bya pair of 
wonderfully vivacious and expressive light brown 
eyes. The conversation that ensued was entirely 
in German, with occasional lapses on the inter- 
viewer’s part into English. The first inquiry was 
directed to discovering how the actress is im- 
pressed with St. Louis. 

“St. Louis is charmant,” was the reply ; “with the 
exception of New York, Ihave played in no cliy 
in this country where my audiences have been so 
thoroughly sympathetic. In order to do my very 
best I must feel that lam thoroughly en rapport 
with my audience, and I never, not even in yilen- 
na, had any audiences which, in this respect, 
came up to my demands better than those 
which have attended my performances at Pope’s.” 

“And how do you like the theaters in this coun- 
t 2 eed 

“Oh, the theaters! I shiver when_I think of 
them. The auditoriums, I fancy, are comfortable 
enough, but the stages, at least of those theaters I 
have played in, are constructed with no apparent 
consideration for health or comfort of the actors. 
It is po wonder Rachel was killed by a cold which 
she Chught in one of them. In Europe the Ccon- 
struction of the theater stage is a subject of as 
much concern as any other part of the building.” 

“Have you seen any of the performances of the 
littie lady whose acting is said to resemble your 
own?’ 

“You mean Lotta? Yes! Well, I saw her fn 
‘Bob.’ She is perfectly bewitching. I don’t won- 
der she is a great pet with theater-goers.”’ 

“But it is said that Lotta would not be accepted 
as a great artist by the critical audiences of 
Europe.® 

“That isa mistake, I think. It is perhaps a 
pity that Lotta appears in so few characters that 
are perfectiy feminine, but whenever in her plays 
she is callea on to let the woman appear she is 

erfectiy artistic and perfectly true to nature, 
Yoo, I think Lotta would be recognized as a great 
actress anywhere.” 
“AND MRS. LANGTRY?” 

“T have not seen Langtry, but I have 
been told by those who have scen her that, 
though sheis a beautifcl woman and thoroughly 
qualified to shine in a fashionable saion, she is 
in no sense of the word an actress. Speaking of 
beautiful women,” eontinued the Maaame, ‘do 
you know I think you Americars have more than 
your fair share. I havea friend in Vienna who 
goes crazy over every pretty face that he sees, 
After I had been inthis country a week | wrote 
him that, unless he wanted to get crazy twenty 
thousand times over, he must Keep awzy from the 
United States. The moct beautiful actress l ever 
Say is Miss Lillian Russell, of the Bijou Opera 
Troupe, iaaNew York. Her appearance is as fresh 
and blooming as the morning, and her singing is 

erfectly charming. That reminds me to say that 
Miss Russell was taught to sing by New York 
teachers, and that, judging by her methods and 
her voice, your teachers in this conntry are just as 
competent as those in Eugope.”’ 

‘Have you any idea of attempting English 
comedy?” 

“Yes, indeed. Imeanto remaininthe United 
States during the summer and to study English 
with a view of making my appearance in Euglish 
comedy next fall. To-day, during rehearsal at 
the theater, I aitempted to speak a few English 
words, but I fear they were a Sad failure.” 

“What were the words?” 

“The words were “My lord, my lady, will you 
give me a kiss?”’ 

Mine. Gallmeyer repeated the words as_ written, 
With the exception of a siight,a very slight ac- 
eent, the pronunciation was as perfect as that of 
any person who had been speaking English ‘all bis 
life. Mme, Gailmeyer did not say ‘*My lort,”’ 
aud she did not say “iff,” but “Lord” anil “vive” 
exactly as they are ordinarily spoken. Kesuming 
the conversation, Mme. Gallmeyer expressed her- 
self freely on @ Variety of Subjects. Spe declared 
that

Galimeyer expressed a some- 
What contemptuous opinion of the Meiningen 
troupe, Whose acting has been praised on ac- 
count of the uniform excellence of every member 
of it. She said that they were no better than any 
first-class American stock company, and that the 
only thing remarkable about them was the wiil- 
ingness of every Meininger to take any part, 
however prominent or trifiingit might be, that was 
assigned tohim. The Madame expressed very great 
sympathy for the sufferers by the floods in Ger- 
many and Austria, it is her intention during her 
Chicago engagement next weck to give a Denefit 
for the relief of the consequent distress.
